Apache—There’s a word that 
sets each brain wave in motion, 
visualizing how and why TJC’s 
motif came to be. 

From those six letters, dozens of 
elaborate guesses could be built. 
But as colorful as it may seem, it 
is actually quite simple. According 
to Dean Edward Potter, TJC’s first 
football team temporarily adopted 
the title of Buccaneers in 1927. 
The following spring an election 
by the student body selected the 
name Apache. 

The reason students selected 
Apache almost speaks for itself. 
For hundreds of years the very 
word Apache terrorized other In¬ 
dian tribes as well as the white 
man. The Apaches’ reputation 
marked them as Indians who ex¬ 
celled in cleverness, ferociousness, 
and aggressiveness. 

One of the greatest examples of 
Apache breeding was Cochise, 
Chiracaua Apache Chief, termed 
by historians as one of the twenty 
greatest military leaders of all 
times. Cochise was a great intel¬ 
lectual statesman in peace, accord¬ 
ing to historians, but just as great 
a tactition in war. 

Symbols, ornaments, and cus¬ 
toms on the TJC campus still de¬ 
pict and attribute to the Apache 
title. Two signs at the main drives 
of the campus, painted with the 
head of an Indian chief inscribed 

New York Safe State; 

Few Women Drivers 

In a recent survey conducted by 
the Automobile Manufacturers 
Association, it was found that of 
all states surveyed, New York 
trails in the proportion of women 
drivers, with 15 per cent. In the 
wide-open spaces of Idaho more 
than 37 per cent are women. 

However, chances are 7 to 3 that 
a man will be at the wheel of the 
next car you meet, although there 
are 5 per cent more women driv¬ 
ers now than in 1940. 

The latest survey indicates that 
about 70 per cent of American 
drivers today are men—down 
from a probable 75 per cent in 
1940—while the percentage of 
women drivers showed an increase 
over 12 years ago.
